Russia Asks For UN Security 


Council Meeting To Agree On 


Terms Of Armistice In Korea 


Paris, Jan. J* (/I*)— Uu sin called today for a top level 
Security Council meeting to help brin# about an armistice 
in Korea. 
The Count iI meeting would la* called under Article 28 of 
the U N . charter which authorizes govern mea la to ■** nd their 
chiefs of state or foreign ministers as delegates to Council 
meetings. 
The suggestion was contained in a Soviet resolution sub­ 
mitted today, as a counter proposal to an 11-power draft 
calling for the U N. to set up new anti-aggression machinery. 
The Soviet proposal was made in the 60-nation political 
committee after Vishinskv denounced the western draft as 
a plan which could lead only to war. He told the committer 
in a 37-page speech that the western. American-sponsored 
proposal “boils down to sanctions— in other words, war/*
